The reply to this notice was an impudent 
letter, received April 6th, enclosing a trumped- 
up account of $53.10, not one penny of which 
is due from the doctor to him, either in law or 
equity.

custody, and on one oceasion when the Officer remarked 
that our audience would be disappointed of their usual 
lecture on Sunday night, we replied: 

“Nu, fortunately Mr. Stewart, of Newark, has an ar- 
rangement for delivering a eourse of lectures there every 
Sunday evening, and he will commence to-morrow nigbt.* 

« Yes, that is very lucky!" sneered McDermott, who ap- 
peared greatly chagrined at the information that the Sonday 
night lectures, as well as those during tha week,, would 
not be broken np in canscquence of our iniprisonment. 

After seeing ussately lodged in jail, McDermott returned 
to "14," went ap stairs,and seeing Mrs. Broughton, com- 
menced using profane language, daring the dector to come 
out anil fight him, and threatening to have them both in jail 
within forty-eight hours. This was no mere idle threat 
for if he could cause our irprisonment,as he has, taere is 
no person in the city whom he cannot cause tobe arrested, 
and unless they can give bail right on the apot, they must 
go to prison. 

Some of onr friends tell us that they never heard of such 
outrages as have been perpetrated by Fagleson and McDer- 
mott against the parties at “S14,” which have finally cul- 
minated in onr being thrown into a dungeon. Truc, whem 
we consider the age in Which we live; the supposed fres- 
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dom of our Government; the supposed toleration of all 
sects and denominations. it Goes seem a little wonderful. 
But that is the dark ziile ef the picture, and for the sake 
of our country aid its prosperity we try not to dwell upon 
ji, but rather co trast the “reign of terror” at €14 Broad- 
way with the hlooily seenes which characterized the times 
of Danon and Robespier, Before ‘he latter, the former 
sinks to insignificance- Even if McDermott and his ruf- 
fian crew had hroken in and mmrdered us all, sulit 
would have been but a dropin the bucket compared with 
the slaughtered thousands dating ihe French Revolntion.
